Statistics shown in this publication are the latest available at the date of prepara- 
tion, Many of the figures appearing in this Summary are therefore preliminary and 
may be amended in subsequent issues. Reference should therefore always be made to 
the latest available issue, 


Several tables contain figures which have been rounded (to thousands or, in some 
cases, millions), without making those adjustments which would be needed to make the 
rounded figures add to the rounded total, It is for this reason that figures do not 
always add to the totals shown in the tables, 


Population estimates for 30 September 1967 were the first to be made for a date sub- 
sequent to the repeal of section 127 of the Australian Constitution, which required 
that ‘in reckoning the numbers of the people of the Commonwealth, or of a State or 
other part of the Commonwealth, aboriginal natives shall not be counted’, Accordingly, 
current estimates no longer exclude full-blood Aborigines, Estimates shown in this 
publication for dates and periods earlier than 30 September 1967 also relate to total 
population, i.e. including Aborigines, 

Vital statistics also are now compiled on a basis which includes vital events among 
the whole population, including Aborigines, These statistics were first prepared in 
respect of the March quarter 1967, statistics for earlier periods remaining on the 

old basis, 


The employment estimates shown on page 8 in this publication are not directly comparable 
with statistics derived from the 1966 Population Census, for which new work force 
definitions were adopted, Revised estimates for each month from June 1966 to March 1969 
will be published by the Commonwealth Statistician, Canberra in a special bulletin to 

be issued shortly, This new series will be based on 1966 Census benchmarks and will 
therefore be at a higher level than the present series, In due course the estimates 

for periods prior to the Census of June 1966 will be revised, but on a basis comparable 
with that of the 1961 Census benchmarks, the information needed to revise these bench- 
marks on the 1966 Census basis not being available, The present series will not be 
continued beyond February 1969, 


In its decision of 8 July 1966 in the Basic Wage, Margins and Total Wages Cases of 
1966, the Commonwealth Conciliation and Arbitration Commission announced that it 
intended to grant relief to low wage earners by inserting a provision in awards 
prescribing a minimum wage, The provisions inserted in the awards state that no adult 
male employee shall be paid at less than the prescribed minimum rates as ordinary rates 
of pay in respect of the ordinary hours of work prescribed in the award, The minimum 
weekly wage rates prescribed were the appropriate basic wages plus $3.75 a week, These 
minimum wages prescribed in Commonwealth awards are shown in the table at the foot of 
page 10 together with changes in the rates since they were first introduced,
